RECEIVER 
REPORTS ON 
CLOSED BANK 


First Payment To Des 
Plaines State Bank 
Depositors Soon 


First September

State Auditor Oscar Nelson made 
public this week the first reports 
of the receivers of a number of the 
closed banks. Among the first to 
be reported is 
that 
of the Des 
Plaines State Bank, of which Wm. 
Busse, Jr., is the receiver. 
The auditor stated that in effect 
each statement constitutes an ac­ 
counting of stewardship 
by each 
bani* receiver. 
Among the signi­ 
ficant items listed are “receipts col­ 
lected” and 
“disbursements,” the 
first item indicating the receiver’s 
success as a debt collector and the 
second showing his thrift in per­ 
forming his task. 
In general the statements indi­ 
cate that collections have been slow 
and difficult. They indicate further 
that the receivers have been extra­ 
ordinarily frugal in paying out at­ 
torney’s fees, an item on which the 
state auditor has been criticized on 
the ground of supposed extrava­ 
gance. 
Have SI71,975.74 in Cash 
The statement 
concerning the 
Des Plaines State, compiled by Wil­ 
liam Busse, Jr., its receiver, show’s 
that this bank has $171,975.74 cash 
on hand and in banks, but also has 
bills payable amounting to $40,000. 
Thus it is indicated that the bank 
has aproximately $131,000 available 
for a first payment to depositors 
on their claims—unless it is estab­ 
lished that 
there 
are preferred 
claims to be met. 
The liabilities of the institution— 
mostly deposits—are put at $1,320,- 
324.48, which compares 
with as­ 
sets having a book value of $1,731,- 
550.65. 
It was on June 12 that the bank 
closed down. During the course of 
the receivership receipts have to­ 
taled 
$175,500.24 
and 
disburse­ 
ments $3,524.50.

M.\ Stone was not upon his feet 
five minutes before he won his way 
into the confidence of his listeners 
His constructive criticisms often 
brought applause and while some 
OI them were so true that they al­ 
most hurt. 
Palatine 
figuratively 
speaking went to mat more than 
once took an awful 
beatin’ and 
liked it. 
Mr. Stone’s presence in Palatine 
was made possible by the Palatine 
Lions club, and “it was the great­ 
est thing that the Lions duo has 
done in Palatine.” was the remark 
of one listener at the end of the 
two hours talk by the “Town Doc­ 
tor.” The same sentiment was ex­ 
pressed in many a business place 
the following day.

Oscar Kurtz, 
chairman of the entertainment com­ 
mittee, who is a resident of Pain­ 
tin'*. but is fortunate enough to be 
connected with

Chicago office of Lions clubs. 
While 
the ladies’ aid society 
speedily served a delicious dinner, 
Will lam Schweitzer entertained at 
the piano.

“So much for the Township back­ 
ground, and now’ to Mt. Prospect. 
“In 1884, the first building in Mt. 
Prospect was owned by Hagerman 
and is the building now known as 
Moehling’s ice cream parlor. 
Be­ 
fore that in 1873, Mt. Prospect saw 
its first railroad station. 
“John Meyn came into the village 
in 1885 and built a blacksmith shop. 
In 1894 there 
were

“In 1900—Elk Grove 
township 
celebrated its 50th anniversary and 
built its Township hall. 
“And now to the 
Improvement 
association. 
In 1911, 
w’hen Mt 
Prospect saw its first bank, this or­ 
ganization received its birth. 
It 
was on September 22, 1911, that 
eighteen men and one woman saw’ 
fit to organize a society for the pur­ 
pose of establishing 
an improve­ 
ment association composed of the 
good citizens and tax 
payers for 
the betterment of Mt. Prospect and 
to procure civic improvement there­ 
in. The records do not specifically 
say good tax payers but they refer 
to good citizens.

JH 'C& ruqis ^a'oout Aho woman, w’ell she 
is referred to as* Bertha Engelking 
These people of the community met 
at the school house in this village 
and organized one of the greatest 
organizations of its kind, and at 
the next meeting, 
September 28, 
1911, presented a constitution con­ 
sisting of the usual officers, and an 
executive committee, as 
w’ell as 
committees on Light 
and Police; 
Sidewalk and Street; Fire and Wa­ 
ter; Finance. The preamble of this 
document reads: 
“ ‘Whereas, In all w’ell regulated 
associations, certain laws are nec­ 
essary for the maintenance of or 
der therein. 
Therefore, 
we, the 
members of the Mt. Prospect Im­ 
provement 
Association 
of 
Mt. 
Prospect Towm of Elk Grove, Cook 
County .Illinois , for the purpose of 
more 
efficient 
organization, dis 
patch of business and for the pros 
,perity and welfare of the associa­ 
tion do agree to 'be governed and 
abide by the following constitution.’ 
“This constitution w’as approved 
October 9, 1911 and later the or­ 
ganization wras 
incorporated and 
procured its Charter by the State 
of Illinois. 
Visualize for a 
moment, what 
confronted these per pie in the way 
of inconveniences and their master­ 
ful accomplishment, in forming a 
governmental body, w’hich has en­ 
dured as an association 
into ,the 
present time.

“They realized that the village

much contradiction, that this spirit 
and this little governmental body 
was the basic foundation that led 
to the layout of Mt. Prospect, as 
we see it today; it's streets, road 
connections, railroad facilities and 
its general real estate restrictions, 
its fire and police protection and 
water supply as well as its light­ 
ing 
and 
heating 
conveniences. 
These big necessities, realized by 
Mt. Prospect were 
the 
primary 
thoughts of the organizers of our 
Improvement Association, as veri­ 
fied by the records of the organiza­ 
tion. 
Not m any years later w’hen the 
village wras officially recognized and 
incorporated as such, these func­ 
tions naturally w’ere carried 
by 
those elected to office of the \ ilia.?", 
and com m ittees 
on 
there sam ' 
principal functions are in evidence. 
“Did the Association th er cease 
its usefulness, because these func­ 
tions were now in charge of r de­ 
partm ent of 
government', 
of the 
State, through one of its villages? 
No. 
“Believing 
in popular 
opinion 
and its strength, the 
organization 
still continues to m eet to discuss 
village and civic necessities, w’hich 
projects a fte r sound discussion were 
either rejected or approved and if 
approved recommended to the tru s­ 
tees of the village bearing the rec­ 
om mendation of the Association. 
“ W here a citizen would probably 
hesitate to 
place 
his individual 
grievance before the Village Board 
in the first instance, he felt far 
more free to submit the same for 
discussion to 
the 
association of 
w’hich he formed a part. 
There, if 
shown the unreasonableness or im ­ 
practicability of the plan, he felt 
consoled, while the same action by 
a Village Board 
m ight 
not have 
been taken by such citizen in the 
same light. 
At least, he had the 
benefit of the thoughts of neigh­ 
bors. 
On the other hand, the same 
redress if sound, when furthered by 
the Board by the Association, went 
on to the Village1 Board as a result 
of popular approval, and not in the 
sense of an individual or minority 
request. 
These functions, furthered much 
improvem ent and encouraged citi­ 
zenship, friendliness and made clos­ 
er neighbors; it cemented minds to 
the point where the general prob­ 
lems of all became the problems of 
each and every one, the health, hap­ 
piness, protection and 
necessary 
convenience generally was thought 
a b ^ ’t. discovered and brought into 
realization. 
“We oelong to tha! same power­ 
ful organization 
today, 
and our 
necessities for 
health, protection, 
proper conveniences increase writh 
our growing population. The fault 
of the average large city is the ab­ 
sence of organizations of this kind, 
and consequently too few realize 
the 
civic 
p r o b l e m s 
of 
our 
neighbors as well as our own. 
An 
organization of this kind is a vital 
organ to the success of the village 
board, because it digests the desires 
of a few’ or m ultitude and then sub­ 
m its with popular 
a no ro val the 
washes of a general public. 
“ In such cases the Village Board 
is not c o n f r o n t e d w ith individual 
desire, m inority desires, and is sav­ 
ed em barrassm ent accordingly. 
“ My m essage then to you, would 


be, labor to keep alive the spirit of 
this organization; let us 
of the 
younger generation be benefited by 
communion with those of the older 
generation in our meetings in this 
work. May the experiences of hard­ 
ships of the past, by these organ­ 
izers of Improvement Association 
be given appropriate thought on our 
part so that wTe may carry on the 
banner as they have and thereby 
meet the new and conflicting ob­ 
stacles that naturally 
come with 
progress. 
Let us realize the need 
of the Improvement 
Association, 
and with loyalty such as we shall 
see tonight as we view these pion­ 
eers, help and perfect a bigger and 
better Mt. Prospect.” 
Andresen Closes Meeting 
In his closing address President 
Andresen gave acknowledgement 
for assistance in 
the preparation 
for the m eeting to Mr. Jam es J. 
W alsh, for the advertising posters, 
to Miss M yrtle Frey for the Boost­ 
er Song and to Mr. Fred Meeske, 
w’ho .prepared copies o* this song 
for distribution, so th at all could 
join in singing. 
He also gave rec­ 
ognition to the ladies for furnish­ 
ing the cakes and serving the re­ 
freshm ents, and to the Village band 
for its irriportant contribution. 
Mr. A ndresen’s closing rem arks 
w’ere inspirational and provided a 
fitting ending for the m eeting. His 
rem arks are quoted as follows: 
“Not th at we have lived over 
again these last 20 years, and its 
accomplishments, doesn’t it bring a 
thought of w’hat we can do today— 
tom orrow—-and every day during 
the next tw enty years? 
W hat can 
w’e do to m ake this a still better 
town for our fam ilies to live in 
and the fam ilies of our neighbors? I 
How w’ell w’e can study the p ag es' 
of our Association’s 
history, and j 
follow the example of 
those who 
have worked so hard in the p ast J 
to make Mount Prospect what it is j 
today. 
j 
“Our Association, with its re c -! 
ord of accom plishments, can—and 
will— serve the community in every 
way it is possible. 
Its officers will 
be as alert and active as they have 
always been, and its members will 
lend their support as good citizens 
in every possible way. 
“The advancem ent of our village 
during these few years has b 'fn 
rem arkable, but we cannot stop to 
rest on our honors; we m ust con­ 
tinue to build for the future. 
In 
doing so, w’e will attract the atten ­ 
tion and adm iration of those who 
are seeking for the ideal home for 
them selves and their families. Our
